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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR L83(a) because Fig. (9) fail to show the 
shoulder 19a as described in the specification, [para 43], [para 44]; Fig 2 fails to show "Eout" 
described in the specification, [para 29]; the specification fails to recite and define the number 
"64" in Fig 22; . Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for

consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d).

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2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed

invention. The specification fails to describe "underlying material" in claim 2, and the 
protective layer in claims 11, 13, 14. Moreover, the invention presented in the claims fails to 
reflect the essential steps shovm in different embodiment shown in Fig. 1-6; Figs 7-13 and Figs 
14-22. The method as claimed cannot be achieved by using the memory layer per se, but the an 
additional steps such as the formation of the Eout and Ein using the underlying layer such as 
shown in Fig. 3-5 in the first embodiment. Therefore, the essential steps which are critical 
presented in the specification are not provided in the claimed invention. 

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The scope of protection sought for the step of forming and memorizing is indefinite. The term 
"memorizing" is vague and indefinite. The term "loop of sub-lithographic well-controlled 
image size" in claim 1 is indefinite. The specification disclosure fails to provide the mete and 
bound thereof. There is no antecedent basis for the term "the memory layer" in claim 1 ; claims 
4, 7, 9, 10, 11, 13, 14, 16. The claims are confusing in view of the specification. The

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specification covers different embodiment such as shown in Fig. 1-6; Figs7-13 and Figs 14-22. 
The invention as claimed are confused and fails to directed to each embodiment that the 
applicants regard as their invention. The language provided in the claims are not clearly 
corresponding to the steps or terminology provided in the written description.
